It pays 32 
vents the pound and costa something like 
$5, but in what it contributes toward 
making life under peculiarly desolate cir- 
cumstances approximately worth living, 
‘pe a hundredfold. 

| Alaskan mail service is the limit 
of the rural free delivery idea. It is 
rural free delivery carried to its» logical— 
or, rather, to ite heroically illogical— 
conclusion, Ite routes are from 150 to 
650 miles long, They are traversed, as 
already indicated, from twice a week to 
twice a year. More frequently the mail 
wagons are sleds, drawn by dogs, though 
gradually, as the country is opened up, 
the trails of five years ago are the roads 
of today and horses are supplanting hus- 
kies. Thus heavier mails are carried and 
with greater frequency between the 
larger settlements.

But the 

of South itself, in the main, remained silent on 

the subject. Here and there were evidences 

the South of growing prosperity. Industries were 

springing up. Towns and cities were 

expanding. Enterprise was _ receiving 

encouragement. ‘A more hopeful feeling prevailed. Efforts, well 

directed, were put forth téward the accomplishment of large things, 
and in most cases success rewarded them. 

Nevertheless, compared with the progress of other sections of 
the country, the South was moving slowly. The South's great 
staple-was low, and a low price for cotton meant a low stage of trade 
generally, and even stagnation in many quarters, especially in those 
(listricts where the single crop system was followed. 

However, in these days it is no longer necessary to argue, and 
it is pleasant to find such a representative of southern opinion as the 
Charleston News and Courier not only admitting that the South is 
prosperous, but proclaiming it, and giving a reason for it. 

The South is prosperous because the price of cotton is up—not 
in a mere sporadic way, or because of an ar¥ficial market, or because 
of scarcity of the staple consequent upon a great failure of the crop, 
but because the increasing demand for it has placed it permanently 
upon a higher level. Our contemporary tells us that the prosperity of 
the South became assured the moment five-cent and six-cent cotton 
passed into the realm of memories. For years cotton had been 
subject to the attacks of bear speculators, and it is recalled that it 
was Hayne, a South Carolinian, who first attacked the bears and 
forced cotton to a fair price. The establishment of textile factories 
in the South, of course, has helped to support the higher price of 
the staple, and it has kept millions in the South that formerly went 
to speculators in the North. But the main cause of the rise in the 
price of cotton, and the factor that is going to keep the price up, is 
the increasing use of the product. 

When it 1s considered that the cotton crop of the South is worth 
$700,000,000 and that this amount is circulated from planting to 
final distribution, it 1s not difficult to understand why the section is 
flourishing today.

Thirty-one states—the requisite two thirds—have sent petitions 
to Congress asking for a constitutional convention.
